a property trust is a commercial 
arrangement and agreement en- 
tered into by persons competing in 
the samé line of business to place 
in one person the control of an en- 
tire product or pursuit, the object 
being to remove competition, ad- 
vance prices and enlarge profits in 
the business of the trust. It is 
tantamount to amassing the entire 
property in one person to the detri- 
ment of all others, and so becomes 
a public evil. The Standard Oil 
Company as a trust first attracted 
public attention by its gigantic 
operations, in concentrating the 
entire petroleum oil interests, and 
thereby controlling the markets of 
the world and great lines of rail- 

roads and steamships. They ad- 
vanced the price of oil sixty times 
or six thousand per cent. and col- 
lected tribute from the commercia} 
world. Other trusts have followed 
until trusts have become so great 
an evilasto attract the attention 
of the ablest statesmen ofthe world. 

To abolish trusts in the United 

States has become a public question 
and not a party policy. 
President Cleveland, in his letter 
of acceptance, defines the position

of the Democratic party with re- 


spect to trusts, as follows: 

„We believe that these trusts are 
the natural offspring of a market arti- 
ficially restficted.”’ 

We think Mr. Cleveland is mis- 
taken; trusts originate between 
persons who are competing openly 
against each other in the same line 
of business, and the object is to 
remove competition and restrict 
or control the sale of the articles 
dealt in. A trust is not the “nat- 
ural offspring of a market artifi- 

- Cially restricted.” On the contrary 
a trust is the natural offspring of 
open competition in market and 
the object is to control the market 
and that makes the evil.

When 
they are allowed bail they are in 
the country, and they then forfeit 
their bail aud remain here in spite 
of the law.” The Collector con- 
cluded by stating that “in all prob- 
ability he would, when officially: 
informed of the passage and ap- 
proval of the bill, refuse a landing 
to the Chinese, whether bearing 
return certificates or not, unless 
writs of habeas corpus were issued 
by the courts, in which case the 
matter would be out of his hands.“ 
United States District Attorney 
Carey stated. that in his opinion, 
“the bill could not effect the 5,000 
Chinese now out on bail, but he 
believed that those now on their 
way here would be refused a land- 
ing.” Demonstrations were held 
in this city and other places in the 
State this evening te celebrate the 
passage and approval of the bill.

tion. He warns colored men that to 
vote for that party is to committ trea- 
son against their own race. During 
the past four years voters of African 
descent have to some extent tried the 
experiment of political affiliations with 
the Democratic organizations. The 
results have been a bitter disappoint- 
ment. That party hac not demon- 
strated in a single instance that it is 
the friend of the colored race, or that 
it is even satisfied with the results 
brought about by the Civil War and 
the amendments to the Constitution. 
In pretty nearly every Southern State 
the Democrats haye beaten down and 
kept back Republican voters, when, 
without violence and intimidation, no 


majorities would have been cast for 
that party. The settled policy of the 
Democratic party in the Southern 
wer lr mal as it has been, to pre- 
vent 4 force any fair expression at 
the polls of the political preterences of 
colored voters. At the recent election 
held in Arkansas, the colored vote 
was sup , to a large extent, by a 
series outrages rarely surpassed in 
any part of the country. Scenes of 
violence have occurred in Louisiana 
which have been a disgrace to civiliza- 
tion. These outrages were insti ated 
and perpetrated in the interest of the 
Democratic party in that state. 

The four years of the Cleveland Ad- 
ministration are now drawing to a 
close. There is no good record in it 
for the colored men of the Southern 
States. They have not been protected 
in their rights, nor has any influence 
been exerted by the Administration to 
give the Republicans of these States a 
free ballot and a fair count. This is 
the time for colored voters, in those 
States which are doubtful, to do their 
utmost to turn the scale against the 
party that is responsible for these out- 
rages. Indiana, for instance, is set 
down as a doubtful: State. There is a 
large colored element there—so large 
that it might hold the balance of polit- 
ical power. If this vote is cast solid 


for the party that has made slavery 


impossible in the Union, and from 
first. to last has been the champion of 
the political rights of black men and 


white men alike, there could be no 


1 of any other than a Repub- 
ican victory in that State. The col- 
ored Republicans, in the opinion of Mr. 
, never before had such an op- 
portunity to make their influence felt. 
They may be beaten back from the 
polls in Arkansas, Louisiana, Missis- 
sippi, Alabama, and other „Southern 
States as they have been before. Dem- 
ocratic rule there has been perpetuated 
in that way. But in the Western 
States, and everywhere beyond the 
old Confederate limits, colored men are 
No colored man 
can be true to the interests of his 
race who casts a vote in these 
States for the perpetuation of a 
party which has denied these men 
their rights. This is the time to heed 
the warnings of such men as Douglass 
and others who know what is at stake. 
The colored men have something at 
issue, They have made rapid progress 
in ptalliaeece and in the acquirement 
of property. But they have not found 
the present Administration friendly to 
their cause. On the contrary, it has 
had a direct interest in maintaining 
the present. status. The only hope of 
* success at the coming election is in 
„Solid South.“ It can only be made 
beating back Republican 


The political condition of black men 
in the South is not as hopeful as it was 
years ago. That is the testimony of 
credibie witnesses who have made the 
situation a special study.
